N  the  micKt  of  our  univci  fal  and  well- 
founded  joy  for  the  redudion  of 
ucbec*  let  it  ever  be  remeiubcred,  as 
n  hutubling  tHinlideralion  to  humanity, 
that  there  tell  the  young,  the  brave,  the 
virtuous  Maj.

To  draw  fuch  chara<5ler8,  requires  a 
taphaers  pencil ;  the  prefent  attempt 
s  an  outline  only,  but  metched  by  the 
land  of  truth,  unbiaffed  and  iinmaOced. 

Gen.  Wolfe  feerned  by  nature  formed 
Fi>r  military  greatnefs ;  his  memory  w.as 
feteniive,  hia  judgment  deep,  and  his 
<)inj)reheniion  au»a/i'igly  quick  .and 
lear  :  hisconllitution.il  courage  was  not 
Diily  uniform,  and  dating  perhaps  to  an 
extreme ;  btit  he  poHcircd  that  higher 
jxrcies  of  it  (if  I  may  be  allowed 'the  cx- 
vellion),  that  Ilrength,  fteadinefs,  and 
divity  of  mind,  which  no  dilticulties 
ould  obftrud,  nor  dangers  deter.  With 
n  unufual  livcHiiefs,  alinoft  to  impetuo- 


fity  of  temper,  he  was  not  fiibje<5t^  to 
paffion  ;  with  the  greateft  independence 
of  fpirir,  free  from  pride;  generonsj  al- 
molt  to  prolulion,  he  contemned  every 
little  art  for  the  acquifition  of  wealth, 
whilft  he  fearched  atter  objetfls  for  his 
charity  ami  beneficence  :  the  deferving 
Ibldier  never  w’cnt  unrewarded,  and  even 
the  needy  inferior  officer  frequently  tailed 
of  his  bounty.  Conltant  and  tlifiin- 
guiihing  in  his  attachments;  manly  and 
iinreferved,  yet  gentle,  kind,  and  con¬ 
ciliating  in  his  manners  ;  he  enjoyed  a 
l.irge  iharc  of  the  frieiidlhip,  and  almoft 
the  univerfal  good-will  of  mankind  : 
.and,  to  crown  all,  fincciily  and  can¬ 
dour,  a  true  fenfe  of  honour,  juftice, 
and  public  liberty,  feemed  the  inherent 
principles  of  Iiis  nature,  and  the  uniform 
rules  ol  his  conduct.

A  foldier  that  takes  his  miifquet  off  his 
HjHioulder,  and  pretends  to  begin  the  battle 
^*K'itluiut  order,  will  be  put  to  death  that 
nflant.  —  I  he  coward  ice  or  irregular  pro- 
eedin.::  of  one  or  two  men  ib  enough  to 
ut  a  whole  liattalion  in  danger. 

A  foldier  that  quits  his  rank,  or  offers 
fly,  is  to  be  inilantly  put  to  death  by 


the  officer  who  commands  the  platoon, 
cr  by  the  officer  or  ferjeant  in  the  rear  of 
that  platoon :  —  A  ibldier  does  not  deferve 
to  live  who  won't  fight  for  his  king  and 
country. 

If  a  non-commiffion  officer  or  private 
mail  is  mining  after  an  adion,  and  joins 
his  company  afterwards  unhurt,  he  will 
be  reputed  a  coward  and  a  fugitive,  and 
will  be  tried  for  his  life.  I'he  drummers 
are  to  flay  witli  their  rcTpcdive  compa¬ 
nies,  anil  to  afilll  the  w'ouiulcd  men. 

Every  officer,  and  every  non  commifll- 
on  officer,  is  tokoep  fliidly  to  his  poft  and 
platoon,  from  the  hegiiiuing  »o  the  end 
of  an  adion,  and  to  prtfer\’e  ail  poflible 
o!\ler  and  obedience.  'J'hc  confufioii 
occ.afloned  by  the  lofs  of  men,  and  the 
nolle  of  artillery  and  rnufquctry,  w  ill  re¬ 
quire  every  officer’s  ftri^teit  attvntion  to 
his  duty. — VV'heii  the  files  <»f  a  platoon 
are  difordered  by  the  lofs  of  men,  they 
arc  to  bo  completed  a-frcfli  with  the  ut- 
mofl  expedition  ;  in  wdiieli  the  oflicers 
and  non-commilfioned  officers  in  tli? 
rear,  are  to  be  aiding  and  afl'ifling.  Of¬ 
ficers  are  not  to  go  from  one  part  of  the 
battalion  to  another,  without  order,  upon 
any  pretnicc  vsh  itfocver. 

'I’iie  eight  companies  of  the  battalion 
,arc  neycr  to  purftie  the  enemy,  without 
particular  orders  fo  to  do;  the  p’quetand 
grenadiers  will  be  detached  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  and  the  fiattalion  is  to  march  in 
good  order  to  fupport  them.

'I'hc  otlicer  is  to  inform  the  foldiersof  his 
platoon,  before  the  adioii  begins,  where 
they  are  to  direct  their  fire  ;  and  they  arc 
to  take  good  care  to  deftroy  their  adver- 
farie;?. 

I'herc  is  noncceflltyTor  firing  very  fafl  ; 
a  cool,  well  levelled  fire,  with  the  pieces 
carefully  loaded,  is  much  more  delli  uCtive 
and  fonpidable  than  the  quickell  tire  in 
confufioii. 

'I'hc  foldicrs  are  to  take  their  orders 
from  the  officer  of  the  platoon  ;  and  he 
is  to  give  them  with  all  pollible  coolnefs 
and  refolutinn.

F.xpert  p'en  may  execute,  and  perhaps 
judge  particulars  ore  by  one  ;  but  ge- 
iiernl  council  :  ami  deligr.s,  and  the  mar- 
ihalling  of  afiairs,  require  the  direction 
of  fi!t:!i  as  arc  learned.  It  was  learning 
as  well  as  arms  wliicfi  cnabicil  the  Uf»- 
m.in.**  to  extend  their  power  ;  for  they 
bad  l  .y^emum  par  i}::perio.

It  will 
tibe  of  little  fervice  to  his  conhilnents, 
^J’^  lbat  lie  is  clear  in  his  iindcrftanding,  un- 
%  lisfs  he  is  untainted  in  Ids  integrity  :  on 
w  I  contrary,  talents  without  virttie  will 
'f.only  fnrnilh  him  with  the  means  cf  de;ing 
more  detriment  to  fociety. 

'The  members  of  the  legifiative  body 
Ihould  fet  an  example  to  tike  nation,  and, 
by  their  own  viriuous  conduct,  difpofe 
♦  others  to  obey  thoie  laws  which  they 
have  thought  proper  to  enact.  Should 
the  law-makers  be  the  firll  infrnigers  of 
*  the  law,  wirii  wliat  grace  would  they 
punilh  the  breach  of  it  in  others  ?  Should 
rtty  come.  Warm  from  their  parliamen¬ 
tary  feats,  and  farroimd  a  public  ^aming- 
jjkble  ;  or  Ihould  they  Ineak  from  the 
|||kale  to  tlie  brothel,  then  their  perf»ns 
nild  he  dvfpifcd,  and  their  laws  difre- 
irded. 

|Men  arc  not  fo  ignorant  as  not  to  be 
Unble  lliat  laws  are  made  for  the  obfer- 
P  ce  of  the  whole  community ;  and  they 
(ill  naturally  think  that  one  man  hatli 
good  a  right  to  be  lawleU  as  another.

biilu)p  of  Nol.i,  lias  been  honoured  ai 
the  inventor  ;  but  it  is  pldn  that  bells 
were  in  ufe  bwiore  either  he  or  any  other 
perfon  was  ililiinguilhed  by  the  holy  title 
of  k:.%op.  Not  to  mention  the  bells  worn 
by  the  Hebrew  higli-pricll,  we  learn  from 
Martial  ami  Cicero  (lefs  exceptionable 
auth.orities  iikitlu fe  days),  that  they  were 
lifcd  in  the  Roman  baths.  However,  as 
we  are  very  much  in  llic  ilaik  as  to  the 
origin  of  them,  we  may  turn  our  ihoughta 
to  the  various  ufes  that  have  been  made 
of  them  in  diftere’iit  nations,  and  by  that 
means  throw  feme  light  upon  the  origin 
of  feveral  eullon  3  that  have  in'ipcrcepti- 
bly  llokn  in  among  us  ;  it  being  of  the 
nlinolt  confequgnce  to  preferve  our  n.i- 
tion.d  cliaraiter  of  improving  upon  the 
inventions  or  others,  and  to  pull  elovvn 
the  pride  of  thofe  among  us  who  pretend 
to  inventions  of  Iheir  own  ;  in  which  laft 
particular  1  am  fure  of  having  the  w  hole 
nation  on  n.y  ftde,  efpeciaily  an  inland 
country  which  1  could  name,  where  a 
puhlic-fpiriled  perfon  has  been  oppofed, 
to  a  degree  of  perfeeution,  for  daring  to 
propofe  a  r  lam  ting  scheme  (becauie 
on  a  TU  'sV  ukJ  unheard-of  plan\  vvliich 
could  not  fail  of  doing  good  to  ins  coun¬ 
try  and  honour  to  hiiiiftlf  and  his  Iruf- 
tces.  Let  me  then  chime  in  with  fo 
powerful  a  tody  as  the  rcrpc«itable  gen¬ 
tlemen  of  tikis  realm,  who  feorn  to  ap¬ 
plaud  any  new  projeef,  who  damn  all 
new  inventions,  or  fvvear  they  are  old  and 
good  for  nothing;  and  therefore  conti¬ 
nue  dully  to  r/«if  the  changes  upon  llkoie 
which  are  really  fo ;  and  permit  me  to 
afi'urc  you,  that  I  can  prove,  point-blank, 
that  the  ufes  we  now  make  of  bells  arc 
all  Rolen  from  antiquity.

intimate.  “  They  all  (as  he  obferves  in 
his  advcrtifement)tend  to  the  lame  point, 
and  tM  the  iliuHration  of  one  another. 
Jt'is  from  the  conlideration  of  them  all, 
and  in  their  union,  that  we  arc  to  explain 
the  complicated  forms  of  civil  focicty, 
and  the  wifdom  and  accident  which 
mingle  in  human  affairs."  * 

He  afterw’ards  proceeds : 

“  The  foundations  of  a  work  like  this 
1  have  attempted,  miift.be  laws  of  barba¬ 
rous  ages,  ancient  records,  and  charters. 
Thcfe  1  could  not  incorporate,  with  pro¬ 
priety,  in  iny  narrative.  This  inflrudive, 
but  taftclds  truilition,  did  not  acconl 
with  the  tenor  of  a  portion  of  my  perfor¬ 
mance,  which  1  wifhed  to  addrefs  to  mcii 
of  elegance,  as  well  as  to  the  learned. 
It  confilted,  however,  with  the  limplcr 
and  colder  ft  yle  of  ditfertation.  My 
proofs,  accordingly,  appear  by  them-  * 
felves  ;  and,  in  confequence  of  this  ar¬ 
rangement,  I  might  engage  in  incidental 
difeuHions  ;  1  might  catch  many  rays  of 
light  that*  faintly  glimmer  in  ohlcure 
times  ;  and  1  might  defend  the  novelty 
of  my  opinions,  when  1  ventured  to  op- 
polir  eltdbllfhcd  tenets,  and  authors  of  re¬ 
putation. 

“  Though  I  have  employed  much 
thought  and  afViduity  to  give  a  value  to 
thi  fe  p.q>ers,  yet  I  communicate  them  to 
the  public  with  the  greateft  diftiJence. 
My  inateiials  were  buried  in  the  midrt  of 
rubbilh,  were  detached,  and  unequal. 

]  had  to  dig  them  up  anxioufly,  and  with 
patience  ;  and,  when  difeovered  and  col- 
Icded,  it  was  Hill  more  difficult  to  digeft 
and  to  fafhion  them.  1  had  to  Hruggle 
with  the  darkntfs  and  imperfedion  of 
time  and  of  barbarity.  And,  from  the 
moH  able  hiftorians  of  our  own  and  fo¬ 
reign  nations,  who  might  naturally  be  ex- 
peded  to  be  intelligent  guides  for  the 
paths  1  have  chofeii,  1  could  derive  no 
advantage.
